Foreign Minister Hachiro Arita 
was compelled to inform his  coi- 
leagues that he was without official 
reports other than the bare an- 
nouncements. 

A Domei news agency disptach 
from Peiping, North China, said 
that observers there believed 
that if Russia and Germany 
reached agreement, Russia would 
expand her political proselytiz- 
ing in the Far East. 

Neutral observers expressed be- 
lief that Japan would be hardest 
hit, directly, arnong all the na- 
tions, by a Russian-German treaty. 

They said that such a_ treaty 
j the Japanese-Ger

agreement, regarded actually as 
aimed against Russia, not merely 
international communism, and 


would make it impossible for Ja- 
pan to adhere, as army leaders had

TOKYO, Aug. 22.—The Japan- 
ese government decided tonight to 
re-examine its European policy in 
the light of Germany's “absolute- 
ly unexpected” decision to cone 
clude a non- aggression treaty 
with Soviet Russia.

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The Non-Aggression Pact 


While Russian and German envoys are 
negotiating the recently announced non- 
aggression pact there are a few facts to 
remember. 

Hitler has not always been the enemy 
of Stalin. One of his first acts as leader 
of Germany was to sign a non-aggression 
treaty with Russia in 1933. For the first 
two years of his rule, Nazi relations with 
the Soviet were rather friendly. But the 
Franco-Soviet pact negotiated by Laval in 
1935 as a check to growing German in- 
surgency clouded them. Hitler once 
worked with Russia, when it served his in- 
terests, and the free states of Europe 
have long feared events might enable him 
to do so again. That anxiety has now be- 
come a grim reality. 

The question that must be answered 
is why Russia agreed, at this juncture, to 
accept advances from the Reich. France 
has been her ally for many years. Britain 
was wooing her with evident anxiety. Ger- 
many on the contrary, abused the Soviet 
as the seed-plot of European discontent. 
Yet Stalin shakes hands with Hitler, and 
does so with such puzzling and unexpected 
speed that not even the French and Brit- 
ish officers carrying on military talks with 
Russian officials knew about the recon- 
ciliation until they read about it in the 
Moscow papers. 

The first impulse will be to say Rus- 
Sia is taking her revenge for being shoved 
out of Europe in the crisis last Septem- 
ber. Admittedly, both Britain and France 
did not treat Russia in a generous or help- 
ful spirit. But that theory, popular 
though it be, does not take care of all the 
facts, as the record shows that Litvinoff, 
almost until the very eve of Munich, did 
not speak out plainly against attempts to 
settle the issue by mediation. That, in 
fact, was later lodged against him as one 
of the central criticisms of his policy when 
he was hurled in ignominy from office. 

Since Munich, the two democracies, 
aware of the tidal forces sweeping against 
them, have striven for a treaty with Rus- 
sia. The Soviet, however, spurned so 
many offers it was said at last in Lon- 
don that Stalin, like an inverted Mr. Mi- 
cawber, was always waiting for some- 
thing to turn down. 

Britain and France were ready to guar- 
antee the Baltic States against aggres- 
sion. It was the refusal of these small 
nations to accept such a pledge that 
formed the obstacle to having the Rus- 
sian pact signed. Will they feel safer 
when squeezed in between the Reich and 
the Soviet which now may act in concert? 

A great nation like Russia does not 
base a dramatic departure in its foreign 
policy upon motives no more substantial 
than pique or rancour. Great ideals of 
national self-interest must have dictated 
Stalin's decision. He is no more anxious 
to pull the chestnuts out of the fire for 
Germany than he is for England or France. 
Since 1936, he has gone on a bitter witch- 
hunt of Communists charged with being 
friendly to Germany, whom he purged 
ruthlessly, and now he himself consents 
to be embraced by Hitler. Has there ever 
been a greater or more grim paradox even 
in a policy of contradictions? 

Germany has stolen another march 
on the democracies. Her papers applaud- 
ed the diplomatic victory in headlines 
larger than those used when Hitler took 
Austria, A German official claims that 
even Japan has not been offended, even 
though the Anti-Commintern pact against 
Russia alone binds Italy, Germany and 
Japan together in their axis. 

As to the present crisis, a damaging 
blow appears to have been struck at Po- 
land, robbed of Russian aid, and at Britain 
and France, who have sustained what now 
looks like an alarming diplomatic reverse, 
but time will tell whether this is as shat- 
tering a blow as it would seem to be at 
first sight. 


Canada and the Crisis 


Mr. Mackenzie King, it is reported from 
Ottawa, is now seeing his policy of watch- 
ful waiting with regard to the European 
crisis justified by events. The fact that 
he has kept Canada away from any prior 
pledges or committments gives him a free 
hand to set a swift course in light of the 
new forces that have suddenly been let 
loose, There may be something to the 
argument. 

It is regrettable, however, that the pre- 
gent unrest, like the trouble last fall, came 


when parliament was not sitting. As Mr. 
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King has left the final declaration of | 
Canada's attitude on the question of war 
to the House of Commons, a_ necessary 
period of delay must elapse ere that pol- | 
icy can be framed and given public sanc- 
tion. 

Meanwhile, he himself is doing much 
to clear the air of false issues snd to 
remind Canada of her duty as a member | 
of the British Commonwealth of Nations. 
As recently as the Toronto banquet, Mr. | 
King exclaimed: “As far as the future is 
concerned, we as Liberals, if we be true to 
our cause, must seek also to extend and de- 
fend freedom, not only in our own land, 
but be prepared to do it in the interests 
of mankind.” That statement is true of all | 
genuine Canadians, whether Liberals or | 
not. | 

Mr. King is convinced that, due to pe- | 
culiar racial problems in this Dominion, 
Canada cannot define her future policy as 
rigidly as Australia recently has done. But 
it is clear where his sympathies lie in any 
clash between freedom and despotism, and 
if the tragic test must be faced, Canada 
will not be found either on the wrong side 
or sitting on the fence, especially if Bri- 
tain is at war. 


Calling Parliament 


The British House of Commons will 
meet this Thursday to review the prob- 
lems that face the nation. Such a decision 
was inevitable, as Mr. Chamberlain pro- 
mised to call parliament if a drastic turn 
of events altered the perspectives within 
which British policy is set. The Russian- | 
German flirtation clearly comes within 
that category of disturbing events. 

Sometimes a crisis can be handled best 
by trained experts in touch with all the

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facts, and exempt both from prying inter- 
ference and the danger of an impulsive in- 
discretion by a hot-headed member of 
parliament that might anger a foreign 
power. This is not such a case. The Rus- 
sian negotiations have been a basic objee | 
tive of British policy in recent months, | 
and the new snags opposed to their suc- | 
cessful consummation demand that the 
voice of the people, speaking through par- | 
liament, be heard. To deny that now | 
would have been an act of prohibition, not 
of national policy. 

Above all, the moral resources of the 
English people may find expression in par- 
liament to strengthen and hearten a gov- 
ernment facing a challenge as momentous 
as any that has fallen upon Britain in the 
post-war years. 


A Faint Ray of Hope

The impact of the Russian - German | 
treaty will be softened if its terms, as now | 
rumored, free both nations from any duty 
to one another in the event of either sig- 
natory attacking a third power. A similar 
clause exists in the Franco-Soviet pact of 
non-aggression. Should it be repeated in 
the agreement that may be signed with 
Germany, Russia would be an independent 
agent in case the Reich attacks Poland, 
able to do what she pleases. 

But in view of the strange manner in 
which the new pact was born, with Russia 
carrying on secret negotiations with Hitler 
while she ostensibly was angling for a deal 
with France and England, few will care 
to put too much trust in Russia’s honesty 
or her intent to abide by the bare terms 
of a written pledge. The statesmen of 
Europe, like the peace-loving peoples of 
the world, cannot dismiss the fear that in 
these secret talks Stalin committed him- 
self to a certain policy, perhaps a policy of 
benevolent neutrality favoring Germany, 
that will not be stated in the public text of 
the agreement, if and when it is signed, 
but will be none the less binding and vital. 

The most pointed rebuke to Russian 
duplicity, significently enough, has come 
from the London Daily Herald, organ of 
the British Labor party and stern critic 
of Chamberlain. It called Russia’s new 
move ‘a bigger betrayal of peace and of | 
European freedom even than Munich.” 

Like other observers, the Labor paper 
probably feels Russia was simply playing 
Britain and France against Germany 
while trying to drive the best bargain for 
herself, without caring what effect her 
conduct would have upon the peace of 
Europe, which she kept telling the demo- 
cracies, all this time, she was eager to 


preserve. The slim, fading hope still re- 
mains, however, that the Soviet is up to 
the old game even now, and may still 
change its min 


Vernon Bartlett, famed British com- 
mentator, was certainly not at his best 
when, in defiance of the facts, he charged 
Britain with turning down overtures from 
Russia in March and April and even with 
“paying more attention to German than 
to Russian feelings.”

The Passing Show

The man Stevenson called “the lion of the 
vigilantes"—William T. Coleman of San Fran- 
cisco—has a new book devoted to his life. 
Some day you'll probably see a garbled version 
on the screen with the Motif, the amorous feel- 
ings of marcelled haired youth for a little 

moon-eyed blonde. That 
STRUNG ‘EM UP wasn't the case in actuality. 
IN THOSE DAYS I: was love of money and 

love of power that drove 
Coleman forward. Money he had an easy knack 
for making. A Kentucky born youngster with 
a fair education he drifted into Sacramento in 
1849 and set up as a building contractor. Though 
he knew nothing of building construction, he 
got a lion's share of the work, farming it out 
at a profit to men who knew. As a sideline 
he traded in foodstuffs. Once he cornered all 
the flour in town for $100 a barrel and paddled 
it off at $150. When fever broke out he bought 
up all] the fever medicine at $3 a bottle to sell 
round the corner at $6, 

In twenty years he was one of the richest 
men in San Francisco with a mansion on Nob 
Hill, a fleet of clipper ships sailing round the 
Horn, salmon fisheries in British Columbia, 
mines, farms, a sugar refinery, warehouses and 
what not. He lost them all at 65. 


Coleman's claim to fame is not his money 
and business enterprises. He was head of San 
Francisco's Vigilance Committee in the early 
fifties, when Mayor and police and judiciary 
were either helpless or aimless before the crime 
profiteers. How did Coleman and his friends 
handle the situation? They 
had a summary way of doing 
things. They simply went 
out and picked up the “guilty” 
one by force and strung him up as a warning 
for all to see. Four men died as a result and 
thirty were deported in 1851. Exactly the same 
totals—four deaths and 30 deportations, marked 
the rule of the vigilantes in 1856. When the 
Mayor and police tried to interfere, Coleman 
armed his mob, stored ammunition and artillery 
in a brick building and defied the Mayor and 
Governor to interfere. He even captured and 
jailed the Chief Justice of the State Supreme 
Court, rifled state armouries for supplies, and 
threatened to sink a Federal warship in the Bay. 

The question about these extra-judicial 
aides to law can't be decided merely by their 
good intent. They may function from the holiest 
of zeal. The question is whether extra-judicial 
authorities can be tolerated in a democracy.

Lansdowne Park, Ottawa, has seen many 
notable events since its creation, but probably 
none exceeded in historical importance a cere- 
mony which took place there on Aug. 23, 1914, 25 
years ago today. It was the presentation of colors 
to the light infantry regiment which had been 
raised at the expense of Andrew Hamilton Gault 
of Montreal—the Princess Patricia Canadian 
Light Infantry. The presentation.of the colors 
was made by the Princess Patricia of Con- 
naught, who herself had made them with almost 
as much speed as the regiment's extraordinary 
record of organization, Within nine days after 
the declaration of war the regiment was com- 
plete—nearly all former soldiers in the British 
army, “Canada’s First.”

j NEPHRITIS OR BRIGHTS 

| DISEASE 

| Chronic nephritis, or kidney in- 
flammation, is often referred to as 
Bright's Disease, and is best known 
to the public by this name. 

| It may progress very gradually in 
the patient past middle age, produc- 
ing a slow reduction of the working- 
power of the kidneys, and for the 
first few years the patient may not 
| know that this serious disorder is 
developing. 

The healthy kidneys perform an 
| important cleansing work by filter- 
|ing the blood which flows through 
them and removing waste materials. 
| For example, it is the duty of the 
kidneys to remove certain end- 
products remaining after proteins 
|such as meat and eggs are burned 
| within the body; one of these sub- 
stances in a highly intelligent mazi- 
ner, the waste materials peing gotten 
rid of by being washed out of ‘he 
| system in the urine. The urine it- 
self is secreted drop by drop by the 
kidneys, is then stored in the blad-
